6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 6,357,462 to Laosunthara et al. 

Laosunthara et al. provides a plurality of frame elements 1 1 having flexible 
material 12 attached thereto to form panel elements which are attached together to form 
a perimeter enclosure. A flexible covering element 30 is removably secured to the 
panel elements. Both the flexible material 12 and the covering element 30 are provided 
with different visible patterns on each side thereof and are reversible. 


7. Claims 1 and 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

U.S. Patent 4,709,718 to Nichols. 

Nichols provides a removable flexible covering element 10 over a tent having 
flexible panels attached to frame elements. Both the flexible panels and covering 
element inherently have a visible pattern on each side. 


8. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 6,010,176 to Jones. 
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Jones provides reversible and removable covers on the exterior surface of a 
frame. The covers have different patterns on each side thereof. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
